"' Calling attention to the fact .that the radio-puDiie at first 
content with the broadcasting of almost any.-kind of noise, 
js now demanding continually better qualify, a big radio sta- 
tion suggests that soon all such entertainment will have to be 
paid for. 
, The best musicians do not feel like playing or singing often 
.merely for charity or publicity. The best speakers for whom 
there is a continually growing demand, will soon expect pay 
for their efforts just as they would if they -were delivering 
Chautauqua addresses. 


' ThlFwill impose a heavy burden on the broadcasting sta- 


tions whose expenses are high already. Most of them will not 
be able to endure the expense without some source of income 
'other than that resulting from the general good-will sought 
by th institutions operating the stations. 


There are two ways in which the Increasing expenses may 


be met. .One is by interspersing paid publicity matter in the 
programs along with the pure entertainment features, charg- 
ing for them as newspapers charge for their advertising. Tftere 
is aiready a small beginning in this direction. It is doubtful 
yet how the radio public will feel about it. The danger is that 
obvious publicity stuff intrudes in the program', the listeners 
by the institutions operating the stations.
